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Reagan may be called as North trial witness

WASHINGTON — Former Preeidenl Rea- 
gan is "subject to call" as a possible witness 
for the defense in the Oliver North coverup 
trial beginning today, but President Bush 
will not be required to testify, a federal 
judge ruled Monday. 

US. District Judge Gerhard Gesell 
scrapped defense subpoenas colling for 
Bush's testimony, as well as access to White 
House documents and Reagan's personal di* 
•ary. 


— Ocsell-lcfHntact-North'F-subpoena' for 
Reagan's testimony. Reagan mtiat remain 
available, but the judge said no restrictions 
would.be imposed on the ex-president's trav- 
el or activities without another hearing and a 
new court order. 

Gesell olso left open a possibility that 
North’s lawyers could renew their request 
for excerpts from Reagan's diary. 

Up to now, Gesell said, defense lawyers 
have been able to make only "a very broad 
... claim for information from the diary of 
every shape and description bearing on 
President Reogan's knowledge of North's ac- 


tivities' aid to the (Nicaraguan) (^ntriis and 
Ira'n." ^ 

Gesell said he would reconsider the issue 
only if defense lawyers can show that the di- 
aries contain evidence that Reagan had ad- 
vance knowledge of, ordcred'or condoned the 
specific Iran-Contra activities for which 
North was indicted. 

Reagan’s diary entries would have to be 
connected to charges that North made false 
statements, removed and destroyed govern- 
ment documents, obstructed congressional' 
and presidentini investigations, and partici- 
pated in a fraudulent lax scheme, Gesell ob- 


served in a three-page order. - 
Some parts of the cx-prcsidcnl’s diary 
were turned over to independent counsel 
Lawrence E. Walsh. 

"President Reagan has throughout this 
matter cooperated with independent counsel 
and been responsive to requests for docu- 
ments," Gesell declared. "He remains willing 

to assist." .. 

Earlier this month, North won dismissals 
of conspiracy and theft charges arising from 
a claim that he played a key role in the di> 
version to the Contras of millions of d^ollars 
in profits from sales of U.S. weapons to !?an.

On Tuesday, prosecutors and defense’ 
lawyers will start selecting a jury to hear the 
case in GcscH's courtroom.

City let wprk(Brs bonrpw funds 
interest-free for 5-year period

^TWIN FALLS - Between 1980 and 
1965, the city finance deportment 
maintained an apparently illegal 
practice whereby employees coid 
-use checks or-lOUs to borrow-public- 
money without interest. The Times- 
News has learned. 

Former city employee Elizabeth 
Walden said nearly all of the depart- 
ment's employees at that time bor- 
rowed money, leaving lOUs or post- 
dated checks in one of two ovailable 
cash drawers. Employees had to 
cover the check or replace the cash 
before the money was to bo deposit- 
ed. usually at the end of the month, 
Walden said.

T hose employees told police that t wa_ 
consecutive finance directors, Bruce 
Williams and Bryce King, oulhorizcd 
the practice and took advantage of it

Williams was finance director 
from August -1980 to December 1981, 
and he was succeeded by King, who 
left the job in September 1985, 'City 
Manager Tom Courtney said. 
'-Williams could not be located for 
comment, but King, reached in 
Mesa, Ariz., denied knowing of the 
practice or leaving lOUs himself.

‘ If ther e was such a policy , it cer- 
tainly would not have been nuth^' 
rized by the city manager or the City 
Councfl," Courtney said, “It’s certain- 
ly not something that is allowed or 
tolerated today."

“What we're hearing 
is that checks were written and then 
retrieved. In my opinion that's not il- 
legal, although it’s certainly improp-

Walden said she told (Courtney 
about the practice when she resigned 
in August 1985, but Courtney denies 
tluit. Walden resigned after ICUs

Courtney said he had never even 
hoard of the practice until it was un- 
covered during the investigation of

Let's balance growth, conservation 


WASHINGTON — One year ago Sunday the 
opening shot was-fired in what became ttdS' 
decade's most celebrated battle over historic 
preservation. Northern Virginia’rhiggcst develop- 
er, the Hazel-Petorson CoB., announced its plan to 
build an enormous shopping moll next to Manas- 
sas National Battlefield Park.

The United States is alone among 
othsr mcat-oxpbrting countries in ac- 
cusing the European Economic Com- 
munity of unfair trade practices in 
its Jan. 1 ban of hormone-treated 
U.S. meat, and in threatening retal- 
iatory-sanctions: — - 

The accusations ignore serious 
questions about Ihc carcinogcnic and 
other risks of hormone-contaminated 
meat that are of major concern to 
European consumers. 

In 1979, after three decades of mis- 
leading assurances of sofety and use 
ns a growth-promoting animal-feed 
additive, the United States banned 
the hormone DES. The meat indus- 
try then promptly switched to other 
carcinogenic additives, particularly 
estradiol, progestcroneand 
testosterone, which are implanted in 
the ears of more than 90 percent of 
commercially raised fccdlot cattle. 

Unlike the synthetic DES, 'Whose 
residues can be monitored and 
whose ■me'Wfl'S'ConditrohnlVn'irsbv-"' 
cn-day pre-slaughter withdrawal pe- 
riod, residues of natural hormones ' 
are not delectable — they cannot be 
practically differentiated from the 
same hormones produced by the* 
body. Since 1983 the Food and Drug 
Administration has allowed virtually 
unregulated use of those additives 
right up to the time of slaughter, , 
'subject only to the theoretical and 
unenforceable requirement that 
residue levels in meat must be less 
-than 1 percent of the daily hormonal 
production of young children. 

A dramatic warning of the dan- 
gers of growth-promoting additive.s 
was triggered by an epidemic of pre- 
mature sexual development and 
ovarian cysts involving about 3,000 
Puerto Rican infants and children 
from 197910 1981.- The epidemic also 
. was associated .with increased rates, 
of uterine and ovarian cancers in 
adults. 

More than a decade ago, Roy

risks of estrogenic feed additives. 

Virtually the entire U.S. popula- 
tion consumes, without any^ warning 

or information, unknown amounts of 

hormonal residues in meat products 
over their lifetimes, Left unan- 
swered is whether such chronic and 
uncontrolled estrogen dosages are 
involved in incrcasipg cancer rates, 
particularly the alarming 50 percent 
increase in the incidence of breast 
cancer since 19ffi. 

As evidenced in a series of Gov- 
ernment Accounting Office investi- 
gations and congressional hearings, 

USDA inspection and FDA registra- . 
tion and residue-tolerance programs 
arc in near-total disarray. The ma- 
jority of feed additives arc used in 
the absence of evidence of efficacy. 

Regardless of any possible trade 
basis fo r the EEC embargo, it should 
prompt a high-level investigation 
and drastic reform of federal regula- 
tion and meat-industry practices. 

The U.S. position also raises prob- 
lems of dual standards, since the 
United States banned imports of Aus- 
tralian beef in 1987 on the grounds of 
excess residues of the carcinogenic 
pesticide hcptochlor. 

All hormonal-feed-additives-should 

be banned, us should be all other ani- 
mal additives in the absence of con- 
clusive evidence on their efficacy 
and safety. 'Any additive iisc should 
be subject to requirements for ex- 
plicit labeling of residue levels in all 
meat products. 

Until then, apart from possible ini- 
tiatives at a state level, consumers 
should boycott chemicalized meat 
products in favor of organic ones.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Observers in (^ngress, 
universities and public interest groups questioned 
the fairness and wisdom Monday of giving big pay 
raises to "dozens of senior federal' judgcs'whoTlike" 
former Chief Justice Warren E. Burger, do no le- 
gal work. 

All 306 senior federal judges — even those who 
no longer wield a gavel — will sec their salaries 
rise by about 50 percent unless Congress disap- 
proves raises due for top federal officials Feb. 6. 

Burger's salary, for example, will increase, by 
$60,000 to $175,000 a year. 

'We need to look into this much further," said 
Rep. Carlos Moorhead, who last year sidetracked 
an effort to lower the eligibility age for senior sta- 
tus. 

"It doesn't scorn fair," said the California Re- 
publican, who sits on the House courts subcom- 


mittee and is a member of a national commission 
studying the future of the federal judiciary. 

Moorhead said the commission might look at 
-Ihe^issue, and Congress may-want to study 'cstab-- 
lishing some minimum woric to qualify for the 
raises."

Mississippi governor proposes hospital closing, stirs batde 


JACKSON, Miss. (AP) — Gov. Ray Mabus has 
gotten himself into an emotional battle by projws- 
ing to close the three charity hospitals that the na- 
tion's poorest state operates for its poorest people. 

Mabus' says the poor would bo better served if 
-the-money-that-funds the hospitals went instead 
into Medicaid and attracted federal funds, but op- 
ponents claim to.-ha've more than 1(X),000 petition 
signatures to keep the hospitals Open. 

. - Mabus, who-took ofiico-a-ycar ago aRcr_a.rc-. 
form-based campaign, says the hospitals arc un- 
derfunded and represent the lower tier of a double 
standard of health care in Mit^sissippi. 


"We have to woric toward the day when where 
you live and how much you make are not the de- 
ciding factors in the standard of care you get," the 
40-year-old Democrat said recently. 

But he has been unable to convince some people 
that the health care needs of the poor could be bet- 
ter served by closing Matty Hcrsce Hospital in 
Meridian, South Mississippi State Hospital in Lau- 
rel and Kuhn Memorial State Hospital in Vicks- 
burg. 

- -The hospitals, set up in 1916,-collectivelyjnain- 
tain only 199 of the state's more than 16,6CO hospi- 
tal beds on a budget of $6.8 million.

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Carcinogenic meat 
additives deserve 
closer monitoring 


Let's balance growth, conservation 


WASHINGTON One year ago Sunday the 
opening shot was fired in what became this 
decade’s most celebrated battle over historic 
preservation. Northern Virginia's biggest develop- 
er, the Hazei-Peterson Coa., announced'its plan to 
build an eiiorntous shopping mall next to Manas- 
sas National Battlefield Park. , 

F or most people. 'I twarha id-not to enjoy the j - 
drama that followed. A motley bond of environ- 
mentalists and Civil War buffs forged thcmsclvcB 
into a potent national coalition and, in just 10 
months, persuaded Congress to block the mall and 
buy the disputed “William Center” tract. 

- Now that the White Hats have conquered the 
Forces of Darkness, it's time for all sides to admit 
the truth: Tthe Manassas episode was a pcrVsr- 
~ Sion of sensible preservation policy. 

The nation was spared the gross Inappropriate- 
ncss of stores on ground vyherc Confcderat^Gcn. 
Robert E. Lee had his headquarters during the 
Battle of Second Manassas. 

■ But the cost was n bitter confr ontatio n betwe en, 
fcderal and local officials that was resolved only 
by spending taxpayer dollars in.a crisis. 

‘Manassas is an example of failed public poli- 
cy," said Paul C. Pritchard, president of the Na- 
tional Parks end Conservation Association. 

There’s got to be a better way. In foci. NPCA 
and other groups most involved in the Manassas 
dispute arc now promoting proposals that offer 
far more promising ways of balancing the local 
need for growth unci prosperity with the notional 
imperative of protecting historic shrines. 

With the right approach, co-bperation could re- 
place confrontation, and deci.sions could bc-mude 

thoughtfully. Any strategy sho uld incorp orate at 

least these elements:

Proposals for protecting paries from encroach- 
ing development were around long before Mona.s- 
sas: It needn’t be so. The National Trust for His- 
toric Preservation has devised a moderate plan 
for park protection that even Western conserva- 
tives could endorse. f :

park service to conduct a thorough study of the 
boundary needs of parks and historic landmarks. 

To work with local governments, the iriwl pro- 
poses a carrot-*ond-slick approach. The carrot IS 
federal money that would go.to localities to help 
devise acceptable formal development plans. 

At Manassas the National Parii Service did 
strike an agreement (not legally binding) with 
Prince William (kiunly officials before the 1396 
William Center rezoning. The park service and 
Prince William thought they had approved a low- 
density office park. The rezoning was so broad, 
however, that liazcl-Pctcrson wa.s later ahic to 
"switclnts'^ansloirgiuMlTiiall. 


Many of the bigger threats to national parks 
come not from private developers, but from other 
fc^ral agencirt such as the Bureau of Land Man- 
a^mcnl. Both the trust and NPCA have legisla- 
tive proposals that would mandate belter co-ordi> 
nation within the federal bureaucracy. 

Even with belter planning, cdnflioU arc in- 
,_eyitable.. Here’s where it helps |o have a stick. Tlic 
trust proposes pving the 8ccre!ary®l ihelnlerior 
authority to place injunctions <m dcyclopmcnt. - 
None of these reforms, however, la good for 
much without federal leadership toimpicment 
them. This decade has been a period of neglect for 
national parks. < I 

NPCA proposes separating the f&tional Park 
Service from Interior, which 1ms iliic ungainly 
mandate of both protecting arid exploiting Ameri- 
ca's natural resources, and csUbliihing it as an 

indcpcndcnLogepcy — a good'start. 

’ Congress and the new administration could also 
appropriate some of the csiimalcd$2 billion in au- 
thorized porit expansions that have never been . 
funded; YH given the'fcdcraVb'iSgct crisis, it’s 
unrealistic to expect big infusions of new money. 

That's why Icgislatinn to. find other ways of pro- 
tecting boundorics is imperative. Jtep. Bruce Ven- 
to. D-Minn., has vowed that his Interior subcom- - 
miUec on national parks will be taking up such 
proposals soon, although he acknowledges that 
preservation and park protection “are fighting 
words to some people." 

For now, then, Monassas will stand as a symbol 
of exactly the wrong way to care for the lands this 
nation cherishes most.. '

The accusations ignore serious 
questions about the carcinogenic and 
other risks of hormone-contaminated 
meat that are of major concern to 
European consumers. 

In 1979, after three decades of misr 
leading assurances of safety and use 
os a growth-promoting ommol-fccd 
additive, the United States banned 
the hormone IJES. Thcimcai indus- 
try then promptly switched to other 
carcinogenic additives, particularly 
estradiol, progcstcroncand 
testosterone, which arc implanted in 
the ears of more than 90 percent of 
commercially raised fccdlot cattle, 

Unlike the synthetic DBS, whose

whose use was conditionol on a sev- 
cn-day pre-slaughter withdrawal pe- 
riod, residues of natural hormones 
are not detectable — they cannot be 
practically dilTerentiated from the 
same hormones produced by the 
body.

"I am leaving here Tuesday morn- 
ing," an anonymous jail inmate once 
wrote on a scrap of paper he led on 
his food tray. "1 will mi.s.s your cinnn- 
_mon.rolls - you know I love them." 

Twin Falls County’s new jail will 
not only provide enough space for all 
the county’s inmates, but it also in- 
cludes $60,000 in new kitchen equip- 
ment Mumm will use to work her 
culinary magic, 

About the only dilTcrcncc between 
[-thc-.ncw- jail kitchen and a modern 
school kitchen will be that the knife 
cnbinel triJLbo locked, Mumm said. 

Shcrilfjim Munnsaid Mumm has 
served excellent meals in the old jail 
with an incITicient hodgepodge of 
-kitchen equipment, - - 

"All they- have is three old stoves 
in the old jail," Mumm said. 

'Tt can only get bolter" when 
Mumm is able 'to use 'the new 
kitchen, the sheriff said, 

Although jail meals arc not ex- 
travagant, they arc nutritious and 
tasty, he said. In a day, inmates will 
gel a minimum of 2,500 cqlorios, he 
said. 

The old days of bread and water 
arc gone," he said. 

Food ploys nn important role in 
keeping inmates satisfied. County 
Commissioner Jim Fraley said. 

“Good food ond a TV will ktep 
TJrisoncrs pretty happy," he said. 
"It’s the best baby sitters you could 
have." 

Happy is what the majority of in- 
mates have been since Mumm suiri- 
ed cooking 11 years ago, Munn said. 


Over the years, she has collected 
more than 100 complimenUiry letters 
from grateful inmates. 

"Thanksgiving comes just once ii 
year - a day o cook niu.st dread. To 
have to cook for 30 cons makes you 
wish you’d stayed in bed," one poetic 
inmate wrote to her.

Af- 
terward she" set more than a dozen 
speed and distance records including 
flynng thc Atlantic solo in 1932, be- 
coming the first, woman to do so.
